WMhim ton, July SI.— PrMldeat Mo- 

Kinley hM received what purport* to 
be a direct appeal Iron Obe Chinese 
imperial government to u^c his klkj.1 
efllcefl to extricate that guverameni 
from tha dimcult and daaceroui poai- 
tion io which it has been placed as a 
result of the Boxer uprwiag and ihe 
euulng boatUe lUtttuM €< tha great 
powers. 

Although th« azaet text of tha ap- 
peal made by tbS amperor of China to 
France, sls outlined la the cable dis- 
patciies, has not bven made known 
hare. It la believed that tha address to 
tha preaidant la ttmllar la^arms to that 
communication. In our case the cotn- 
munlcation ws made through Minister 
Wv to tha state department. Thus f ir 
a final answer, has not bean returneiL 

The French governnaent answered at 
once, but that aiiswi r will not, serve us. 
The United States government is con- 
Mlentiously proceeding upon an en- 
tirely different line of policy In the 
treatment of the case. Unfortunately 
the state department finds itself alone 
In this, but aevertbeless it is canvinccd 
that iU plan is the best, and It hsa be- 
hind it the consoling asRiirance that at 
present all of the European govern- 
ments liave tacitly adniitled that an 
error was made in the beginning lu 
not following tiie eommon-sanse advice 
of the United States naval comnuwder 
at Taku. 

The point of difference Isetween th<; 
atate department and the European 
governments Is that the lattar are pro- 
ceeding upon the belief that all of the 
foreign ministers and missionaries and 
guards at f'<-UiiiK h ive been killed, and 
insist upon dealing with the Chinese 
government upon that basis, thereby 
assuming a hostile attitudf that tends 
to destroy the la.st chance ol' availing 
of whatever friendly i-<'ntlment may 
yet exist among the powerful Chlne.-e 
▼ieeroys and the imperial government 
Itself. Thus the French reply, as in- 
dicated in the four conditions laid 
down by M. Delcasse, nets an impos- 
alble task tor the Imperial government 
In its present straits, and tends to drive 
It at once to malie terms wth the Box- 
ers and Prince Tuan's party. 

On the other hand, our government. 
While not guaranteeing the truth of the 
advices from the Chinese government 
as to Ibe safety of the foreign minis- 
ters, is willing to accept the sUtements 
tMiponrlljr, in tha maaatlma remitting 
none ct its atmrts to get access to Mr. 
Conger through the use of military 
force if need be. By following out this 
policy the state department argues that 
It retains two ehaaeea loataad o( ona. 
It may reach Mr. Conger with troops 
and It may also secure his. deliverance 
through the friendly olSces of some of 
taa powerful Chlneee officials, which 
th* powwa ars not lltoly to obtain for 
their own people by following out their 
present policy. It may be stated also 
that the United States government has 
not and dosa not intend to relinquish 
any part ot ita dalm for oompsasatlon 
and reparation in the ultimate settle- 
ment. Its position in that re9i«<'t. It 
hcMa, will not be affected unfavorably 
by proasottting its efforts to maka use 
of the friendly sentimenta of the Chi- 
nese offlelal.';. 

A particularly deplorable effect of 
the reasoning of the European govern- 
ments on this point. In the estimation 
of our government, is the abandor* 
ment of the idea that there Is particu- 
lar need for baste and for taking even 
dsaparata ehanees in the effort to get 
the international relief column through 
to Peking. It is true that the latest 
advices from Taku Indicate that 
whereas is was originally estimated by 
the foreign commanders that the expr- 
dltlon could not be stavtei before Ang 
15, it Is now regarded by them as pos- 
Bllilo to make a beginning about An?. 
1. But the^mllltary experts here, wlm 
have been closely sconnlag all reports 
from Tien Tsln that appear to be 



worthy of credit, feel that eve« now 
the wfty is open to Peking and that the 

march should begin with the forre :it 
present on the Pel-Ho, leaving the 
powers to bring up rf inforcements to 
reopen the base, should the first expe- 
dition be eat off. Aeording to the latest 
offlrlnl reports the rountry around Tien 
rViln Is clear of hostile Chinese. 

The administration Is determined to 
keep aloft from any movement that 
would nnnacessarily entangle the gov- 

ernment of the Tnlted States In Chi- 
nese affairs. It. of ronrse, mu.^t Join 
heartily with the othor powers In the 
effort to reach Peking, but It does not 
follow from that co-operatton that it 
will be led Into taking part In any bick- 
erings or disfrnslons that ensue over 
tbe future of China after our people 
nave been taken care of. It Is the In- 
tention ot tho administration to with- 
draw our forces, military and naviti, 
after the Americans In Peking have 
been relieved, and wa.'^h its hands of 
Chinese affairs, looking only to the 
preserratlon of such privileges as It 
has a right to retain f r Americans. 

imperial Kdict Issued. 
Washington, July tS.— Farther proof 

of an ofBclal character of the mist ilie 
made by foreign commanders in the 
Ittack upon the Taku forts is contained 
in a communication Just received by 
the state department from Unltcvt 
States Consul Fowler at Chefu. lie ii ;s 
transmitted an imperial edict which 
was supplied to him by telegraph by 
the Chinssa governor ot Shan Tung. 
Yuan Shih-Kal, at Tst-Nan, tha eapitui 
of the province. It was ISSUSd on July 
17 and relates to the present hostilities 
between China and the foreign powers. 
The dispatch containing the edict came 
to the State department in such con- 
fused phrai^eology that it is impossible 
to do more than approximately sUate 
its sense. 

The edict appears to state In begin- 
ning that, owing to the trouble existing 

between the Christians and tlie popu- 
lace and the subsequent seizure of tlie 
Taku forts, which aroused the military 
to arms, the imperial court was laying 
great weight upon Its International re- 
lations. 

The Manchu generals, therefore, vice- 
roys and governors, are ordered to as- 
certain whether the merchants and 
mibisonarles of the various nations rc 
siding in tlic uiwn parts are being pro- 
tected, and the assertion is made that 
prefects and magistrates have bean 
sent repeated Imperial edicts to protect 
the legations. Orders also have been 
sent to the prninclal authorities to 
protect the missionaries. While hos- 
tilitlss have not yat esassd, tha Chinese 
offlclals are directed to give protection 
to the niei 'hants and Others of the 
various nations in accord. ince with 
treaties and nui.'--'t not fail to obey. 

ViewM of ail AiiiericMM. 
Chicago, July 23.— Jo(hn P. Roberts 
of Shanghai, an American civil en- 
gineer who has spent S years in China, 
and who left Shanghai hist May, pa.'-sed 
through Chicago oa his way to New 
York to visit his old home. "Kr^owiug 
t^e Chinese as 1 do," said Mr. Robert><. 
"I have littla doubt but that all the 
foreigners in Peking were murdi i 1 
long ago. The govirnment is weak and 
the mob undoubtedly got the upper 
hand. 1 know too much of what Chi- 
nese mobs have dona in the past to 
doubt that they murdered the foreign- 
era. An army of 40,000 regular troops 
Is all that Is necessary to take Peking," 
ha continued. "The stories to the ef- 
fect that tha Chines* hara an army of 
960,000 men are rldiculouF. There are 
not more than 20,000 drilled troops in 
China. 1%* Mat are poorly organised 
and poorly armed. If they had modern 
arms they would not knosr how to nsa 
them, and tbey do not eOMtRut* an 
effective fighting force." 

LI Hung Chang at Shanghai. 

Shanghai, July 23.— Li Hung Chang, 
who arrived hsre on the atean^ An- 
ping hem Hongkong, was solely to* 

ceived. The native officials sent a» 
escort of 300 armed troops, but, as th* 
French consul objected to their pas- 
sage through the French settlement, 
they wars withdrawn, and Bsrl Li 
landed under an escort of 12 French 
police. Once out of Frenph jurisdiction 
he was handed over to the cosmopoli- 
tan settlements police, who escorted 
him to his plaee of resldanea. Tha con- 
suls have decided not tO eftU UPOtt LI 
Hung Chang officially.

Battery Receives Rush Orders. 

Fort Riley, Kan., July 2S.— Rush or- 
ders have come for the Seventh United 
St.itcs battery of heavy artillery at 
Fort Riley to proceed with all baste 
to the orient, calling for orders at Na 
ga.saki. General Merrlara promulgated 
the order in Denver. Tha battery was 
oganlzed during the Spanish war, and 
since that time has been idle. The 
equipment ambrsees the heaviest cali- 
ber gtins In the serviip, with a full 
complement of mortars, attended by 
UO men and 10 ofloars.

I^ndon, July 23.— A dense fog hung 
over the British channel and the Cu- 
aard line steamer Campania, en route 
from Now York for Liverpool, struck 
the Liverpool hark Embleton, boun ! 
for New Zealand, amidships, cutting 
her in two. The Embleton sank Im- 
mediately. Seven of tha crew were 
rescued, but it if believed the other 11 
members of the ship's company, In- 
cluding the captain, were drowned. 

The Campania had her bows stove 
la, but arrived safely at Uvarpocd five 
and a half hours late. 

Passenger Steamers Collide. 

Belfast, July 23.— In a collision out- 
side Belfast lough, between the lo<al 
passenger steamers Dromedary and 
Alligator, five passengers were killed 
and mora than S more or less seriously 
injured. In many cases the amputation 
of legs was necessary. There were 600 
passengers on board the two vessels, 
and terrible scenes followed the colli- 
sion. It is feared that some others 
hATS been drowned. 

Trial of Powers. 

Georgetown, Ky., July 21'— The Pow 

ers murder ron.spliacy trial was re- 
sumed at 9 o'clock. The attorneys on 
both sides are observing the utmost 
ssereey regarding their movements and 
It is impoRslble to forecast with ac- 
curacy what step they will take next, 
but it Is said the pro.secution will not 
allow any eridence. If It has bearing 
on the question as to the man who 
fired the shot, to come out on thl". 
Powors la indictfd as an acrc-.-rjry Ijo- 
fore the fact for conspiring with others 
to have the murder committed, and all 
of the evidence as to the identity of 
the aasaasln Is to be held in reserve for 
the trial of .lini Howard. Herry How- 
ard and others indicted both as princi- 
pals and accessories. 

Fire Control le<t. 
Sandwich, Mass., July 23.— The great 
forest lira, which had been sweeping 

through this section of the Cape Cti 1 
district for two days, was rtnally placcj 
under control at midnight. Extensive 
back fog and an advantageous direc- 
tion of the wind aeeompllshed the re- 
sult. This wa.s the greatest forest fire 
this section has ever known, and t.he 
district includes a track of about SO 
square miles. The loss has not been 
sstlmatsd. The flre was started by 
bsrry pickers. 

Startling raleM#. 

Columbus, O., July 23.— Mrs. Emma 
O. Graham, widow of Hon. A. A. Gra- 
ham, for years secretary of the Ohio 
Historical and Archaeological society, 
committed suicide at an by banging 
herself with a clothesline In the kitch- 
en of her rooms. She left a note re- 
questing that her children prevent her 
from committing suicide by sending 
her to the insane ssylum. Her body 
was discovered by her son Fred. 

Reward Per a Keeklaee. 
Paris, July St.— Mrs. Potter Palmer 
of Chiosgo, one of the members of the 
United States commission to the e\- 
poaltlon, advertises an offer of a re 
ward of 9l0a for lafonaatlon leading 
to the return of a aacklace valued at 
$17,000, which Is missing. The neck- 
lace is composed of emeralds set with 
dlaauNids and other Jewela, among the

Count Orlowskl was 
charged by Castellane with inspiring 
for the article. The seconds failed to 
reach a satisfactory arrangement and 
daddtd that a meeting was neoesaary. 

Plot DIseorered. 
Washington. July 23. — The secretary 
of war has been fmnished with copies 
of some interesting documents relating 
to an alleged plot against the authori- 
ties In Manilla, which were discoered 
in the district of San Miguel. The se- 
cret service department, under Lieu- 
tenant Charles R. Trowbridge, Elev- 
onth cavalry, early la June stumbled 
upon an Insurgent recruiting office, sit- 
uated in an isolated locality, where the 
work mifjlit not be carried on without 
attractins notice. One room of the 
house was fitted up as an office and a 
large quantity of blank forms, bearing 
the headline, "Repuhllqua Flllpina, ' 
were found. In a cupboard which had 
been securely fastened Trowbridge and 
his men discovered a large quantity ot 
pr,porp of recent date, the latest being 
dated June 7. They consisted of orders 
from Agulnaido and letters of encour- 
agement and instructions from that 
leader and other insurgent chiefs. A 
document which excited a great deal of 
Interest was one which contained the 
details of a plot arranged evidently tO 
excite an uprising in Manilla. 

Killed Ills Wife. 
EvansTille, Ind., July 2S.— Herman 

Strau.sser. a railroad man. shot his wife 
four times, killing her Instantly. He 
then killfd himself Strau.-scr l.'ft his 
Wife some time ago, and she obtained 
a divorce on the ground of failure to 
provide She then sought employment, 
and got a p'ace as cook In a resort. 
He w(ii* to the place wh'» » his wife 
was empli jed and called lier ouistde 
Without saying a word he drew bis 
pistol and began firing. Faur shots 
♦ook effect In her head and breast. 
After being -hut twice the woman fell 
to her knees and expired. He then 
placed the weapon to hia old temple 
and flred, falling over dead. 

Suit For Damages. 
Kansas City, July 2S.— Judge John F. 

Philips of the United States district 
court filed suit for $30,000 damages 
against Mayor James I.. Reed, Robert 
L. Gregory and Hugh Ward, police 
commissioners ; John Hays, chief of 
police, and Patrick Bray, police cap- 
tain. He asks 920,000 for alleged false 
arrest, and' $10,000 for being pro«»eculed 
In police court, which he seta forth as 
a malicious act. The suit Is the out- 
come of a factional war that culmin- 
ated May last in the arrest of several 
Judges of election, among them Judge 
Philips, and their forcible ajectlon 
from the voting booths. 

Saw a ^ hell. 

New York, July ^aCaptain Berg 
of the Savannah line stcanaer City of 
Birmingham reports that when pass- 
ing Sandy Hool^ shortly attar aoon 
Friday, bound in from Savannah, a 
shell whicli was fired from ths Sandy 
Hook proving grounds dropped la the 
water between his vsssel and the shore 
about 150 feet from tha vessel, and 
rlcorhetting passed over his vessel 
about niidships. There was great ex- 
citement aboard the vessel, at which 
was eonsidored a tmt narrow saoape, 
and many of tha passoBHW wtrt Tory 
much frighitaOSd.

idleness SO contractors, many of them 
members of the Building Contractors' 
council, hftve entered into an agree- 
ment with the officers ot the Stone- 
cutters' union to resume work and to 
submit all differences which may arl^e 
to a permanent arbitration committee 
of 10. The agreement takes away from 
the business agents of the Stonecutters' 
union a large part of tAieir power, as, 
according to Its provisions, they are 
unable to order a strike until the mem- 
bers of the arbitration committee have 
been unable to agree and their union 
has voted to order a strika.

He afterwards ni ide a tour oi the 
continent and extepded bis travels to 
Tunis, to E/ypt, to Anstria and oth r 
countrii-s of the Ktst, Mis life h^^ been 
devote<i chiefly to educational pursuits 
Mr. Pickett was for twelve years .<!nper- 
tendi'dt of I*iii(|ic lii>tm tioii oi ii e 
State of Kentucky. His elaborate and

Charles Skinnor waa abot and fatally 
wounded by Policeman R. P. Thompson 
about 11:30 o'clock Saturday niuht near 
Nevrmaa'a livery itable on Wall street. 

Shortly before the trag dy, two men 
came up Wall street and euterinR a »• 
loon stated that a ooople of men had juit 
tried to hold them op and get acme 
money for li<i Jor. Mr. Ttiompson waa 
near the door and heard the remarki. 
After makiBfc aome inqairies he and 
Henry Dinner started down Wall to look 
for the parties. They soon met Dave I 
and Charlea Skiimer. 

Mr. Tbompaon atked the two some 
queations and then, as they were rather 
boisterous, told them they had better get 
off the street, or be would have to arreat 
them. They refused to listen to hia ad 
vice, and be plrtc^d Dave Skinner under 
arreat and turned him over to Mr. Din- 
ger. Skinner r%p, however, and atcaped 

In fh^ meantime Mr. Tli^nipson had 
also arrested Charles Skinoer, but the 
latter waa reaistlng and the two had 
quite a ecnfll^, the ofBoer finally atriking 
Skinner willi a "billy." 

"Yuu're rather handy with that dub; 
I'll Ket even with you," auRrily exclaimed 
Skinner, and jerking loose from the of- 
ficer aud .Mr. Dihger, who was aH-i-tiniu.' 
Mr. Thompson, Skinner ran out in th>- 
Btreet aud stooped over as if to get a 
rock. He then turned and started 
towarda the otticer, Mr. Tbompaon or 
dering him baiek. 

As he approached, Skinner pulled 
aomething iiom his pocket. Tbia after- 
ward* proved to be only a botHa partly 
filled with whisky, but it was a fatal 
move on Skinner'a part, becaube in the 
dim light Mr. Thompaon and Mr. John 
Derach, who had approached, both OOB* 
eluded it waa a piatol. 

lir. ThoM|j*oa etdared Skinner to atop 
•evarAl timea, but the man again refnaed 
to heed the waralng. The officer at laat 
fired one ahot, aiminK low. This did not 
atop Skiattfib aad the ettoer agaia fired, 
the ball, a Sfi^libre, anleriof Daar the 
left nipple wad fwalBt tatlNly throagb 
the body. 

The firat ahot bad paaNd thtoogb oiM 
of hia legs near the knee. 

Outwardly Skinner showed no evidence 
of being fatally wounded, and Mr. 
Thompaon and Mr. Derach both thought 
the ahots had not taken effect. Mr. 
D-Tsch advised Skinner togoou with the 
offi:er and all ll^ree aUrted op Wall 
Btreet After mrtking about fifty feet 
SkluMr aoddeuly sank to the pavement, 
aad a hurried examination ahowed he 
waa dead. 

The body was later removed to Means' 
uaderiakioK rooms where Coroner Wood 
held an inquest Sonday, thvjary rander- 
log a verdict that the shooti Oft was done 
by Mr. Thompsoa in the discbarg ) of his 
duty aa an offioer and ia aalf defeoae.
